New Tork Police captain 


Sends Affidavits to Pitts- 
field Pointing to Slayer 
of the Young Girl. 


BETRAYED BY A WOMAN. 


Man Named Lew Gray Described 
as Having Been in Massa- 
chusetts Town on Night 
Crime Was Committed. 


STORY IN PART CONFIRMED. 


Mother of the Murdered Young Woman 
and Accused Son Is Wit- 
ness in Court Pro- 


ceedings. 


BOTH SIDES REST TESTIMONY. 


New York, July 25.—[Special.]—Captain 
Titus at police headquarters this evening 
stated that he had sent to Chief of Police 
Nicholson and District Attorney Hammond 
of Pittsfield, Mass., two affidavits which give 
strong circumstantial evidence pointing 
toward the actual slayer of May Fosburgh 
last August. 

These affidavits may be all that will be 
needed at the present time to clear the Fos- 
burgh family of suSpicion and effect the re- 
lease of the brother now accused. 


Tells of Gray’s Movements. 

The affidavits, he said, were made by two 
women of this city. The principal one is by 
Olive M. Gray, and is supported by that 
of the other woman, to whom she told the 
facts sworn to. 

The woman intimates that a man named 
Lew Gray was in Pittsfield on the night 
Miss May Fosburgh was killed, and that 
there are many suspicious circumstances 
connecting him with the deed. 

Olive Gray seys she and Gray were in 
Springfield, Mass., on the night of Aug. 19 
last; that he was, in her terms, a grafter ’’; 
that he left her that night in a house in one 
of the side streets of the city, telling her he 
was broke and that he ba going out to 
make a touch. 

He was gone all day 
of the tragedy, and returned late at night 
on the following day in pretty bad condli- 
tion. He told her, she swears, that he had 
been doing a trick,“ that he went up 
against an alarm,” which Captain Titus 
explains meant a burglar alarm, and that he 
had to use a pistol, but that he didn’t know 
whether or not he had hurt anybody. 

Captain Titus says he has investigated this 
part of the story and, has found it to be true. 
She had last seen Gray, she said, on Stanton 
street, between Christie street and the 
Bowery, in September last, one month after 
the shooting. 


Hard Time Making Escape. 

He then told that he had a hard time getting 
out of Springfield, as the police were after 
him. He declared that he had gotten away 
from Pittsfield on the night of the burglary 
by taking a trolley car to Warren. From 
there to Spencer, and to Worcester, and then 
„ swinging on the limited express to Spring- 
feld.“ This conversation was quite brief, 
she said, and she averred that she has never 
since seen him. She described him as about 
40 years old, and declared that he had been 
arrested in Springfield by Detectives Har- 
rington and Connerty, and that he had also 
“done time” in England. 


Mother on Stand in Court. 

Pittsfield, Mass., July 25.—In the Fosburgh 
manslaughter case today Mrs. R. L. Fos- 
burgh, the grafphaired mother, went upon 
the witness stand and told in simple words 
how her daughter was killed. Her story was 
given with frequently uncontrolled emotion. 
Her voice failed her and she shed tears. Miss 
Bertha Sheldon, a guest in the Fosburgh 
home on the night of the tragedy, was an- 
other important witness. By her testimony 
the defense wished to show that there were 
burglars in the house and that they were seen 
by little Beatrice Fosburgh. 

There was a long argument between coun- 
sel over the government’s objections to the 
admission of this evidence, but the court 
finally allowed it to go in, because what was 
said was spoken in the presence of the de- 
fendant. | 

Miss Sheldon was relating the story of her 
awakening by a “ piercing scream and de- 
clared that she opened the door leading to 
May Fosburgh’s room and cried: “‘ What is 
the matter?” Robert, Beatrice, and her 
| eather and mother were in the room at the 
time. Witness saw the body of May upon 
the floor and at that instant Beatrice re- 


plied “ burglars have entered the house and 
shot May.” 


Heard Supposed Burglars Fleeing. 
Mrs. B. E. Bullard, now of Madison, Wis., 
another witness, declared that on the fatal 
night about midnight she heard two men 
talking loudly in front of her house, and 
that after they had been gone about an hour 

she heard pistol shots far off. 

Mrs. Nellie Beverly of East Cheshire, who 
lived in Pittsfield, testified that her husband 
was sick on the night of Aug. 20, and she 
claimed that he was disturbed by the loud 
breathing of two men who had stopped run- 
ning when opposite her house. She opened 
the blind and told one of the men who was 
standing by a tree to go away. 

Mrs. Fosburgh was the last witness for 
the defense, and immediately after her tes- 
timony was concluded the defense rested. 

Some rebuttal testimony closed the case 
with the understanding that the government 
would have an opportunity of placing 
Colonel Whitney, the State detective, on the 
stand in the morning. 


Both Sides Rest Case. 

At the close of the session Judge Stevens, 
with the counsel for both sides, retired to the 
ante-room, where Mr. Joyner, for the de- 
fense, made a long argument on the ques- 
tion of his suggestion that the Judge order 
a verdict of not guilty. The result is not 
known officially, but it is understood that ar- 
guments will be made in the case at the 
opening of the session tomorrow. 


Story of Dead Girl’s Mother. 
Mrs. Robert L. Fosburgh, mother of the de- 
fendant, testified that she was awakened on 
the night of the tragedy by a light. No one

Columbia, 8. C., July 25.—[{Special.]—The 
State Executive committee late tonight 
adopted a resolution ruling Senator McLau- 
rin out of the Democratic party. The action 
was totally unexpected. 

Senator Tillman led the fighting, making 
a violent attack on MeLaurin's course. The 
Senator came here this morning and spent 
the day with State Chairman Jones, an 
avowed candidate for the Senate, but both 
Jones and Tillman said there was “ nothing 
doing.“ Resolutions were adopted censuring 
McLaurin in strong language for his course 
in Washington. His voting with the Repub- 
licans is vehemently denounced. 

Senator Tillman made one of his bitterest 
speeches. Just two months ago Tillman said 
he would oppose any effort to rule McLaurin 
out of the party, but seems to have changed 
his mind. 3 

The resolution ousting McLaurin, which 
was adopted by a vote of 25 to 5, was unex- 
pectedly offered as a substitute for a reso- 

lution, on which there had been much debate, 
containing the oath to be taken by candi- 
dates for Congress in the approaching elec- 
tion to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Congressman Stokes of the Seventh Dis- 
trict. The resolution follows: 

„ Whereas, The Hon. John L. McLaurin, 
junior Senator elected to represent the 
State of South Carolina in the National Con- 
gress, has by his affiliations and votes in 
that body ignored the national Democratic 
platform and thereby misrepresented his 
State and his Democratic constituency who 
elected him; therefore, be it ' 

Resolved, That it is the sense and convic- 


mittee that Senator John L. McLaurin, from 
the standpoint of honesty and self-respect, 
should tender his unqualified resignation im- 
medlately.“ 


PREACHER SAYS HYMNS 
LACK RHYME AND REASON. 


The Rev. T. R. Greene Enlivens Things 
at Desplaines Camp-Meeting by Crit- 
icising Words of Songs. 


The Rev. T. R. Greene of the West Pullman 
Methodist Episcopal Church created a small 
sensation at the Desplaines camp-meeting 
yesterday morning by criticising some of the 
hymns in the singing books. He was de- 
livering an address on the Law of God,“ and 
his remarks caused a surprise. 

“There is no system to some of these 
hymns,” declared Mr. Greene. Some of 
them comprise a jumbled lot of sentimentality 
and nothing more. I'm not opposed to good, 
hearty sentiment. In fact, I think there is 
| nothing better. But 4 mass of sentimentality 
without rhyme or reason is worthiess.”’ 

As far as Professor Triggs’ statement 18 
concerned, Mr. Greene condemns it as too 
rabid, far fetched, and foolish to place the 
dime novels on an equal footing with Sunday 
school hymns, 

In the first place,“ said Mr. Greene, my 
criticism applied only to some of the songs, 
but even they cannot be made a subject of 
comparison with such trash as the dime 
novel.“ 

Professor Triggs' position in regard to 
doggerel hymns and dime novels and Sunday- 
school books received the indorsement of the 
members of his class in English literature at 
the University of Chicago yesterday. W. 
A. McKeever, chairman of the committee 
appointed to draft the statement of indorse- 
ment, presented the resolution that had been 
adopted after Professor Triggs had left the 
room. The document, after deploring the 
Genunciations of Professor Triggs by the 
newspapers, concludes with an expression 
of appreciation for Dr. Triggs. 


WATCHMAN HAS A PISTOL

Freese was much 
aroused. Gray, who is a widower, having 
lost his first wife and been granted a divorce 
from his second, then left Franklin and has 
not been here since. He made his head- 
quarters at Greenwood. 

Freese was called by telephone by Gray 
on Tuesday and asked to come to the Red 
mills to help finish constructing an abutment 
there. Freese says two weeks ago he got his 
wife a revolver to kill cats. On Tuesday 
afternoon Mr. Freese went to the hardware 
store of Smith & Tilson and secured another 
revolver. The neighbors say Mr. Freese and 
his wife practiced shooting for several hours 
Wednesday in the yard at the rear of their 
home, and that she was a splendid shot. 


Woman Shoots Without Warning. . 

This morning Mr. Freese was visibly wor- 
ried and nervous. ‘At 10:30 o’clock he called 
at the livery barn_of James Lee and hired 
a horse and — om saying he was going to 
work at the Red mills and his wife would 
bring the vehicle back. He went direct to 
his home, his wife came out and they drove 
toward Boggstown. They went direct to 
the bridge, where they had their horses fed. 
Freese and Gray quarreled and the Freese 
couple started home. They drove back to 
the bridge and called Gray, who came to the 
buggy and said something to Mrs. Freese 
about waiting to see her alone. Mr. Freese 
began to talk with Gray, when Mrs. Freese 
drew her revolver and shot twice without 
warning. The man fell without a word and 
died immediately. 

The two workmen who were with Gray 
sprang from their work and ran to Gray. 


Returns and Surrenders. 

Mrs. Freese laid the revolver on the buggy 
seat between her husband and herself, and, 
taking the lines from his hands, started away 
before the men had time to seize the horse. 
They called to Freese that Gray was dead, 
but the woman only drove the faster. They 
came toward Franklin, and one of the men 
ran to the mill and telephoned to this city. 
This, however, proved of little use, as the 
the couple drove direct to town, and, after 
a short stop at their home, drove to the 
county jail and asked to be admitted, as 
they had killed William E. Gray.

El Reno, Ok. T., July 25.—[Special.}—This,

registered, the registration clerks working 
far into the night in order to accommodate 
the crowd.

Fifty clerks are engaged in registering 
now, and at many of the booths they turn 
them out at the rate of sixteen to twenty 
to the minute. The crowd today surpasses 
anything imaginable. 


Over Fifty Trains a Day. 

An extraordinary effort was made by the 

railroad people to keep up with traffic, and as 
a result the influx of people is something as- 
tonishing. Yesterday the Choctaw road 
handled over 15,000 people at its station here, 
and the Rock Island handled almost as many. 
Each of the roads now is running between 
twenty-five and thirty daily trains into the 
city, with as much regularity as they can 
handlethem. The eighth section of the Choc- 
taw’s No. 1 today contained twenty-one 
coaches, all of which were crowded. 
The crowd here shows every inclination to 
stay until after the drawing, and it is not like- 
ly that the congestion will abate for a week 
or ten days. The water company has com- 
pleted a main to the Canadian River, 
dammed that stream, and continues to fur- 
nish plenty of water, but during part of the 
time each day the stream is pumped almost 
dry. The local land office is getting itself or- 
ganized for work and will get into the new 
building in a few days. 


Grab for Town Sites. 

The principal topic of conversation ig the 
prospect for town sites in the new country, 
and something like forty or fifty applications 
for reservations have been made. These 
town sites will be opened under the federal 
town site law, and it will be a free pitch 
in for anybody on the ground. 

Reports from the registration at Fort Sill 
indicate a falling off at that point, from 
which it is inferred that the practice schooner 
squadron has been practically all harbored.

SAMPSON’S MIND 
SHOWING STRAIN, 


Friends of Rear Admiral Who 
Have Seen Him Recently 
Say He Is a Physical 
and Mental Wreck. 


UNABLE TO DO HIS WORK, 


Secretary of the Navy Long 
Names Officers to Act on 
Schley Court of In- 
quiry. 


KIMBERLY MAY NOT SERVE. 


Captain Lemly, Who Is Well Up os

FORMAL ORDER TO BE OUT SOON, 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—[{Special.J— 
Secretary Long today announced the names 
of the officers he had decided to ask to serve 
on the court of inquiry into the charges made 
against Rear Admiral Winfield Scott Schley 
in connection with his conduct during the 
Spanish-American war. 

The officers chosen will not be officially ap- 
pointed until the precept is prepared and 
promulgated. 

The names announced today were: 

Admiral Dewey, President. 

Rear Admiral Lewis Ashfield Kimberly, 
retired. 

Rear Admiral Andrew Ellicot Kennedy 
Benham, retired. 

Sampson’s Mind Upset. 


Following upon this announcement the 


friends of Admiral Sampson began to talk 


and showed evidences of worry over his 
mental and physical condition and, in fact, 
the report comes from Boston that the Ad- 


miral is a mental and physical wreck from 


the strain of the last year or two. 
He would have been detached from duty at 
the navy yard before this were it not for the 


sympathy which is feit for Mm in his present 


condition. He is greatly broken in health 
and does little work, the most of his duties 
consisting in signing papers which are pre- 
sented to him. He has an infirm hold on the 
public business which comes to him as com- 
mandant of the Boston yard, and the officers 
there say they have gréat difficulty in get- 
ing matters attended to proppptly. 


Admiral Acts Queerly. 

Naval officers who have recently been at 
the Boston yard from the Navy department 
say that Sampson shows plainly the effects 
of the nervous strain which he has under- 
gone. He recalls important matters with 
great difficulty and is in generally shattered 
condition. This circumstance explains fully 
the remarkable interviews which have been 
attributed to Sampson at Boston. These in- 
terviews are of a wild harum-scarum kind, 
quite different from what might be expected 
from the normal Sampson, who was regarded 
as a discreet, conservative, and even re- 
ticent officer. 


Grows Abusive About Schley. 

Now, when questioned on the Schley mat- 
ter he becomes garrulous and abusive, a con- 
dition which is the more remarkable inas- 
much as the subject is to be the matter of 
official inquiry. Sampson’s friends are 
greatly worried over his condition, and in 
view of the reports from the medical of- 
ficers at the Boston yard it is possibile that 
some steps will be taken to shield him from 
further interviews. 

After the court had been named it was 
learned that Admiral Kimberly, who 
is now at Newton, Mass., had declared that 
he would not serve on the court if he could 
avoid it, as his health was such that he did 
not feel equal to the task. » 


Kimberly May Be Excused. 
Should Admiral Kimberly succeed in being 
excused from serving on the court, either 
Rear Admiral Stephen B. Luce or Francis 
M. Ramsay, both of whom are on the retired 
list, will probably be selected to take his 
place. Admiral Luce lives at Newport, R. 
I. He is 74 years old, while Admiral Ram- 
say, who lives tn Washington, is 66. Ad- 
miral Ramsey was Chief of the Bureau of

The Rev. John J. O'Connor Is Conse- 
crated by Archbishop Corrigan 


New York, July 25.—[Speclal.I— With all 
the pomp befitting the occasion, the Rev. 
John J. O'Connor was today consecrated 
Bishop of the Diocese of Newark. The con- 
secration service was held in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral at Newark, and it was the second 
time this sacred old edifice had been the 
scene of such an imposing service. 

The clergy assembled in the parochial 
school adjoining the cathedral and donned 
their garb, the priests wearing black cas- 
socks and barratta and white surplices, the 
Bishops and Monsignors purple, the Domini- 
cans, the Franciscans, brown, and the Car- 
melites, Capuchins, Benedictines, and Jesuits 
in their respective colored Habits and hoods. 
After the cle had all been vested they 
marched from the school hall to the Cathe- 
dral.

The great preponderance of teach- 
ers among the alumni has been a cause of 
anxiédus thought to President Harper, and 
he has appointed Dean J. H. Tufts to in- 
vestigate the matter, locate the causes, and 
suggest remedies. In an address to the 
senior class Professor Tufts presented some 
statistics concerning the professions and oc- 
cupations of the alumni which were rather 
dismaying to the students and faculty. . 

Of all the young men and women who have 
graduated from the university, Professor 
Tufts said, about one-half are engaged in 
teaching. Of those who had taken merely 
the bachelor’s,degree the proportion is not 
quite one-half. Whether this proportion is 
larger now than in the former years of the 
university the professor was unable to state. 
His, investigations are still incomplete, but 
will be published in full in the President’s 
annual report. 

Students and others at the university are 
not pleased with this large percentage of 
teachers among the graduates. They fear 
that it will have a narrowing influence on 


the institution and frighten away students 


who come for other purposes. The Uni- 
versity weekly voices the alarm of the stu- 
dents and does not hesitate to attribute the 
prevailing tendency to coeducation.

_ Urges Continued Vigilance. 

After the professor had restored a prima 
facie case against animal tuberculosis as a 
possible soyrce of human tuberculosis, he 
enlarged upon the dangers to which the Brit- 
ish public was exposed from unsanitary 
dairies, asserting that about 30 per cent of 
all cows. giving milk in this country were 
tuberculous in some degree. The audience 
Was entirely in sympathy with him and con- 
stantly applauded his attacks upon Dr. Koch. 

The necessity for immediate investigation 
was urged by nearly every speaker, and the 
prompt action taken by the American author- 
ities in subjecting Koch's new theory to prac- 
tieal and decisive teste was cited as an ex- 
cellent example for the more sluggish Brit- 
ish officials. : - I. N. F.

General Kitchener telegraphs to the War 
Office that Colonel Garratt's column sur- 
prised a Boer convoy near. Reitzburg last 
Sunday and captured twenty-five prisoners 
and some wagons. The British casualties 
were two killed and six wounded. General 
French’s column in the Cape Colony is grad- 
ually pushing the Boers northward. 

In the House of Commons Secretary of 
War Brodrick, in reply to a question, said 
he was only aware of ome case where 
burghers had been obliged to attend the exe- 
cution of Cape rebels. He had asked Lord 
Kitchener the reason for such action in the 
case referred to. 


Methuen Has Hard Task. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. ] 

KIMBERLEY, Cape Colony, July 25.—The 
western border of the railway is now well 
protected by blockhouses. General Lord 
Methuen is actively harassing the scattered 
bands of Boers. His forces have killed or 
captured a considerable number of the 
burghers. His work is difficult, but the re- 
sults thus far are encouraging. The Boers 
are in a miserable condition. Whenever one 
of the laagers is captured both men and wom- 
ben are found to be attired in rags. 

Two hundred rebels under Vanzl attacked 
Setlagoli Friday, but were repulsed. General 
Delarey is reported to have been present. 
He afterward recrossed into the Transvaal 
and attempted to blow uptherailway. Seven 
pounds of dynamite was concealed under the 
rails, and a rifle was concealed and set so 
as to explode the dynamite when a train 
passed. The rails were not deflected suffi- 
ciently to press the needle and several trains 
passed without harm. A ganger discov- 
ered the mine. 

The Boers are practically impotent and it 
is the opinion of every one, the military in- 
cluded, that the war will end in a few months. 
The concentration of the women in camps 
affords a chance for the men desiring to sur- 
render to come in. While the women were 
in the laagers or on farms these men were 
practically forced to remain on commando, 


Cape Rebels Executed. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CAPE TOWN, July 25.—Two Cape rebels 
were executed at Kenhardt yesterday after- 
noom. The government issued a proclama- 
tion today authorizing the commandeering 
of horses in the Mount Fletcher and Mata- 
tiele districts. 

The military court which is sitting at 
Dordrecht has sentenced thirteen rebels to 
imprisonment for life. Two others who were 
convicted were sentenced to five and ten 
years’ imprisonment, respectively. : 

A fight is reported to have taken place be- 
tween Jamestown and Lady Grey, eastern 
Cape Colony. Fouchee’s commando at- 
tacked a hundred Connaught rangers, but 
ecouts from Aliwal North appearing, the 
Roers retreated, apparently thinking that 
the scouts were strongly supported.

PARIS, July 25.—Keen interest is still 
taken in the steerable balloon of the Bra- 
zilian aeronaut, M. Santos-Dumont. Major 
Renard, director ef the military ballooning 
station at Meudon, in the course of an inter- 
view published today asserts that M. Santos- 
Dumont will have accomplished nothing 
until he exceeds the speed of six meters per 
second, attained by the balloon La France, 
propelled by electro-dynamos, in 1884. He 
pays a tribute to the pluck of the Brazilian 
aeronaut and admits the first idea of a pe- 
troleum motor is due to his genius. 

To this M. Santos-Dumont replies that he 
has not only surpassed the speed of La 
France but has achieved over a distance of 
826 meters a speed officially verified as ex- 
ceeding’ ten meters per second. He says he 
regards speed as a secondary consideration, 
which can be developed after definitely 
demonstrating the success of his dirigible 
balloon. 

So confident is M. Santos-Dumont of win- 
ning the prize that he offers. with the accu- 
mulated interest thereon, another prize of 
4,000 francs to the first member of the Aero 
club performing the round trip from St. 
Cloud to Eiffel tower prior to Oct. 31.

THE TELEPHONE RATES. 
The twenty-year ordinance granted in 


1888 under which the present telephone 
service of the city is carried on provided 
that the company should not increase to 
its present or future subscribers the rates 
for telephone service now [then] estab- 
lished,” 

The intention of this provision evident- 
ly was the unlimited rate then prevailing 
of $125 for business connections should not 
be increased even though the apparatus 
might be improved. The current rate, aow- 
ever, for such service is with the prevail- 
ing up-to-date improvements $175, aud the 
company claims that the improvements have 
made that provision inapplicable. Indeed, 
its rate for the former equipment has not 
changed, but that kind of equipment is prac- 
tically out of use. Accordingly, the Cor- 
poration Counsel was asked recently by one 
of the Council committeés for an opinion 
as to whether subscribers to the improved 
and prevailing service were legally entitled 
to the old low rates. | 

He has delivered his opinion and holds 
that such subscribers are entitled to such 
rates, but he announces that this right 
should be enforced by a mandamus suit on 
the part of the subscriber. He apparent- 
ly omitted to pass upon the question us 
to whether the city, as the party whicb 
made the arrangement with the company 
and receives 3 per cent of all receipts from 
subscribers, should not undertake to en- 
force the equitable fulfillment of this ar- 
rangement by the company. 

The opinion is welcome, however, in its 
construction of the rights of subscribers, 
and doubtless some one or a group of these 
wil volunteer to make a test case of the 
matter.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC DIRECTORS. 
Last Tuesday James J. Hill, E. H. Harri- 
man, William Rockefeller, H. McKay 
Twombly, and Samuel Rea were elected 
directors of the Northern Pacific road. 
The “community of interest policy is to 
prevail in the management of the leading 
lines in the Northwest. But when the 
movements began which led up to the elec- 
tion of these directors no such policy was 
in the mind of either Mr. Hill or Mr. Harri- 
man. The adoption of that policy was an 
afterthought. It was a compromise. 

The first move was made by Mr. Hill 
when he endeavored to secure the control 
of the St. Paul road for the Northern Pa- 
cific and the Great Northern. He failed in 


this, probably because the holders of St. 


Paul stock asked too much for it. Then Mr. 
Hill turned his attention to the Burlington 
road, and began buying its stock. Natural- 
ly the price advanced. The public, seeing 
this and not being on the inside, assumed 
that the stocks of othér roads must be 
worth more than they were selling for, and 
began to buy them. 

Mr. Harriman and other Union Pacific 
people learned what was going on sooner 
than the general public, but not goon enough 
to prevent the Northern Pacific from get- 
ting hold of the Burlington. As the latter 
road parallels the Union Pacific at many 
points, and could do it much harm if con- 
trolled by rival transcontinental roads, Mr. 
Harriman set to work to checkmate Mr. Hill 
by buying away from him the mastery of the 
Northern Pacific road. 
The Great Northern people never had in- 
cluded in their calculations the possibility 
of a move of thiskind. They were quite un- 
prepared for it, and did not have an inkling 
of what was going on until matters had 
gone so far that it was doubtful whether 
they would be able to get hold of a ma jori- 
ty of Northern Pacific shares. The furious 
demand for shares after the situation was 
understood culminated in the wild stock 
market scenes of the 9th of May last. Spec- 
ulation in all kinds of securities, which had 
been carried on by a public which did not 
know the real reason for the advance of a 
few securities, came to a sudden end.

In obedience to the Supreme Oourt's rul- 


ings, the Treasury department is now ready 
to refund the customs duties paid on im- 
ports from Porto Rico under the Dingley 
tariff between the dates of the Paris treaty 
and the Foraker act. Only those importers 
who entered formal protest against the pay- 
ment of the duty can now get their money 
back, but probably there were few who 
neglected that formality. The department 
already has approved claims of this kind 
amounting to $438,000, and as soon as the 
other claimants learn that their money is 
ready for them they will lose no time in 
drawing it. Assistant Secretary Spaulding, 
who has charge of the custome service, esti- 
mates that the total of rebates will not ex- 
ceed $2,000,000. 


Fortunately Secretary Gage is able, by 


virtue of a law passed in 1875, to pay these 
claims without any special Congressional 
action or sanction, But this applies only to 
rebates on articles that came from Porto 
Rico into the United States. 
Tracewell finds no legal authority by which 
the Secretary can refund money illegally 
collected in Porto Rico between the signing 
of the treaty of peace and the passage of the 
Foraker act. Claimants of this class will 
have to apply to Congress for relief. Their 
claims are as valid as those of the men who 
shipped goods in the other direction, and 
undoubtedly one of the first acts of the next 
Congress will grant the necessary authority 
for the payment of such rebates. That will 
close of the transition chapter so far as the | 
tariff is concerned. 

- Henceforth, with the continued consent of 
Congress, merchandise of all kinds will pass 
back and forth between Porto Rico and the 
mainland of the United States as freely as it 
passes between Illinois and Indiana.

ENGLISH CAR FRANCHISES. . 
Mr. C. T. Yerkes is reported from Lon- 


don to have been making some compari- 
sons and criticisms on the subject of local 
transportation franchises in England. 

He notes that the granting of such priv. 
leges is a more deliberate and business-jike 
proceeding than here, that “all the ex- 
penses of procuring a franchise in Lon- 
don are” of a legitimate sort, that black- 
mailing schemes masquerading as cour 
peting projects are unknown, and that in- 
stead of competition being relie@ upon for 
public protection “ the rates to be charged 
are regulated by public officials,” 


He complains, however, out of his own 


experience, of the insistent supervision ex- 
ercised by Parliament over any “ contract 
to be made between two corporations 
—alleging that in such case “ that body 
simply knows nothing whatever in regard 
to the business before them —and le 
charges London not only with being much 
behind other British cities in means of 
intramural transportation but also with 
being suprisingly apathetic toward electric 
traction.

AN INCENDIARY PROFESSOR. 

A few weeks ago Professor Moore, chief 
of the Weather bureau, was said to have 
made the announcement not only that it 
was hot in New York City but that there 
was no end of the oppressive heat which 
was killing people in that city in sight 
anywhere. For this dispiriting forecast the 
professor was taken severely to task by 
certain papers in New York. It was argued 
by his critics that. “where ignorance is 
bliss tis folly to be wise,” and that it was 
not in good taste for him to aggravate ex- 
isting misery by an assurance that it would 
last for some time longer. Such predic- 
tions, it was said, might drive men to com- 
mit suicide. 

Ir Professor Moore was rebuked because 
he was reported to have said that there 
was to be no relief from heat for severa! 
days, what short of instant annihilation 
can fitly punish Professor Garret P. Serviss 
for his inhuman statement that this heat 
is going to last four years? Whenever 
the solar vapors are thinned,” says Pro- 
fessor Serviss, the heat from within leaps 
out through the weakened shell and strikes 
the earth and the other nearby planets us 
with a breath of fire from the suddenly 
opened door of a blazing furnace. That is 
what has happened this summer.” As if 
this were not enough, he kindly announces 
this kind of weather for four years to come, 
and with no otber relief than the certainty 
that if these vapors are entirely thinned 
out the earth will probably burst iato 
smoke and flame in the instantaneous gust 
of unbearable heat that will be poured 
upon it.” 

Under some circumstances such incendiary 
language as this would expose Professor 
Serviss to summary penalties, but fortu- 
nately Professor Moulton, the astronomer, 
and Professor Salisbury, the geologist, of 
the University of Chicago have promptly 
come forward and relieved the public mind. 
The latter says there is no proof for such 
statements, consequently they are not 
worthy of belief. The former quietly re- 
marks that the vapors have not thinned, as 
every astronomer can see for himself, aud, 
furthermore, there are pbysical laws which 
prevent their dispersion. The cause of the 
hot weather is the long continuance of low 
pressure in the Northwest, in the region of 
Colorado and Wyoming. The winds move 
about this area in a direction opposite to 
the hands of a watch and reach us con- 
tinually from the Southwest. This sta- 
tionary condition of affairs is the immedi- 
ate cause of the heat.” 5 

This should put an end to any apprehen- 
sions arising from Professor Serviss’ in- 
cendiary statements. Chicago will accept 
those of her professors and continue in busi- 
ness for four years and a hundred times 
four years as the great place of summer 
resort. Those who are timorous about the 
vapors or apprehensive that the earth is 
going to burst into flame should come here 
and be assured that everything is right..

“The manner in which money is raised 
_for our churches is often a disgrace and an 
abomination,” said the Rev. W. D. Nowlin 
of Lexington, Ky., yesterday afternoon, in 
addressing a meeting of the Baptist Young 
People's union at the Second Presbyterian 
Church. When the church learns to adopt 
business methods and ceases holding people 
up we probably shall find our finances in 
better shape. 

The church as a “holdup” was a new 
idea to many taking part in the financial 
conference. They looked doubtfully at the 
speaker. 

“In the name of the church,” he said, I 
have known people to go out and sell tickets 
to entertainments to those who did not want 
them. A merchant showed me a drawer in 
his desk well filled with tickets which he 
never had been able to use. He told me that 
he had to buy them or lose the trade of 
church people. It is not right to extort 
money from people who do not want to buy 
tickets. We always should be anxious to 
give them what they pay for.“ 

Thomas Urquhart, who acted as chair- 

man of the meeting, said the small attend- 
ance was indicative of the manner in which 
church people often interest themselves in 
finances. 
It was accepted as the sense of the con- 
ference that every church member ought to 
give one-tenth of his income to the church, 
no matter what it amounted to. 


Fears Too Much Amusement. 


While this conference was going on 
another was in progress at the Haven School 
which touched on amusements. The Rev. E. 
F. Jordan of Grand Island, Neb., declared 
dancing. card playing,.and the theater as 
wholly out of the question. 

“In some of our young people's societies,” 
sald the Rev. Mr. Jordan, the desire fo 
amusement comes dangerously near sup- 
planting the desire for a higher spiritual 
life.

City Marshal Roger Moore formally declared 
that no more gambling would be allowed.

„The Monree Question.“ and The North- 

east Coast heries.”” Mr. Henderson brings 

a quiet and clear mind to bear n these dis- 

cussions, and no intrusive partisanship, al- 

though it is impossible not to become aware, 
in the early stages of the books, where he 
feels respect and the reverse. Mr. Blaine is 
not exploited in a way to win the approval 
of his admirers, nor is Mr. Freylingheysen 
recommended for his perspicuity. But upon 
the whole, the problems as they developed 
before the nation and were met by succes- 
sive administrations, are reported in the 
spirit of consideration, and with the ap- 

parent comviction that every American did. 

the best he could for his administration and 

his country. 

At a time when the negotiations between 
England and America concerping the inter- 
oceanic canal problem are keeping interest J 
alive in the minds of all Americans looking 
to the greater development of this country, 
the chapters devoted to that subject will 
prove of peculiar interest. 

That .interoceanic communication is a 
fundamental desire of all commercial na- 
tions is evidenced, Mr. Henderson points out, 
by the fact that Columbus’ voyages were for 
the purpose of establishing this thing, and 
there follows a long history of the attempts 
made to build an isthmian canal, beginning 
with the ambition of Pedrarias Davila, Gov- 
ernor of Nicaragua, in 1530, who, wishing 
to divert the transit trade of Peru from Pan- 
ama to his own flourishing colony, conceived 
the plan of construeting short canals about 
the San Juan River, in order to make a wat- 
erway between the North and South Seas. 
The plans that were made, only to fail, the 
treaties that were signed, the fortunes that 
were wasted, the lives that were poured 
into these schemes, as if of all things lives 
were of the least account, would make many 
pages of tragic and moving romance, 

Both for soaring ambition and overwhelm- 
ing disaster these reached their climax in the 
Panama failure, over which De Lesseps pre- 
sided with irreproachable b®avado; and 
America, after feeling its way for over half 
a century, still stands unpledged to the un- 
dertaking and timid at venturing to assume 
it. The great obstacie in the way of Amer- 
ican progress has been the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, formed in 1850, and binding the 


United States to the guardianship, jointly 


with Engtand, of the proposed waterway 
and to the maintenance of a neutral attitude. 
As time went on, however, the spirit of Amer- 
ica altered in the matter. There was a wide- 
spread desire, indicated’ by the press and 
evidenced by state correspondence, for ex- 
clusive United States control of the desired 
waterway. Mr. Blaine labored with great 
adroitness to secure the release of America 
from the obligations which it once 80 cor- 
dially assumed. Mr. Cleveland alone stood 
for unrestricted privileges. He said: ‘‘ What- 
ever highway may be constructed across the 
barrier dividing the two greatest maritime 
areas of the world:must be for the world’s 
benefit—a trust for mankind—to be removed 
from the chance of domination by any single 
power, nor become a point of invitation for 
hostilities or a prize for warlike ambition. 
An engagement combining the construction, 
ownership, and operation of such work by 
this government, with an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance for its protection with a 
foreign state whose responsibilities and 
rights we would share, is, in my judgment, 
inconsistent with such dedication to uni- 
versal and neutral use, and would, moreover, 
entail measures for its realization beyond the 
scope of our national policy or present 
means. 

Over against this opinion of Mr. Cleveland's 
was the popular feeling that an artificial 
channel, not having been granted by nature 
for the use of men but being wholly the work 
of man himself, invests it with the character 
of national or private ownership. Further- 
more, the most unrefiecting American could 
not be oblivious to the fact that our Western 
coast, now protected by its remoteness from 
the attack of other countries, might with 


Jan open canal be forced to provide protection 


and our hospitality thus bring upon our- 
selves an enlarged army and armored forts. 
‘These and similar considerations were sub- 
ject of a correspondence which has continued 
for half a century, and was never more alert 
than now. 

Mr. Henderson says that the United States 
government, as a result of its exhaustive re- 
searches, is now in possession of reasona- 
bly correct estimates of the cost of a canal. 
The civil engineer and the geologist have 
been enabled to base their calculations 
upon actual facts. With the utmost pre- 
cision they have measured the amount of 
earth to be moved, the hardness ofthe rock 
to be encountered, and they have located 
sites for dams and locks. From the engi- 
neer’s standpoint the problem has been 
solved, and the Nicaraguan canal is beyond 
all doubt a physical possibility. The Panama 
route has been as thoroughly investigated, 
and its feasibility well dem strated, but a 
sentiment exists in Amert for the Nica- 
ragua route, which has its birth perhaps more 
than anything else in superstitious fear of 
repeating the French disaster. Mr. Hender- 
son points out that there is some occasion 
for commercial apprehension and that it 
ts within the realm of possibilities that the 
canal may not pay. He says: 

“ The people of the United States have been 
rather inclined to assume that so splendid 
a triumph of engineering science must 
surely receive the award of commercial 
success: and for proof of this, the satisfac- 
tory earrffmgs of the Suez Canal have been 
offered in evidence. The centemplation of 
huge enterprises affects the mind somewhat 
after the manner of wine, and care should 
be taken lest the splendor of achievement 
shall dim the judgment. It must be borne 
in mind that ships follow the shortest and 
best routes, and that freight seeks the 
cheapest highways. It should be noted that 
the Nicaraguan canal does not furnish 
the shortest route from New York te the 
Philippines, nor from the ports of China 
and the East Indies to London or New Vork. 
The fact must also be considered that the 
Suez route offers greater inducements to 
steam vessels in the way of cealing stations, 
and shortens laps between ports. Again the 
five competing railway systems across the 
continent of North America have so reduced 
the freight rates in the last fifteen years that 
assertion has been frequently made if not 
thoroughly proved that any all-water route 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic coast cannot 
compete with the all-rail routes. The prod- 
ucts of the Pacific slope, which would have 
to be shipped first by rail to the coast and then 
transshipped to a vessel, might be enabled to 
reach their Atlantic destination less cost 
by the all-rail journey. The can and river 
systems of the United States, once the com- 
mercial highways of the nation, have in 
many instances become practically aband- 
oned in the presence of competing rail ways,” 

Mr. Henderson then calls attention to 
what may be termed the more romantic 
aspects of the undertaking and comments 
upon the marriage of the oceans s pleas- 
ing to the imagination. He calls attention 
also to the fact that the commercial aspect 
of the question is overshadowed by military 
considerations. And in addition to these, 
arise questions of a political character. 
He says the parting of the ways is at hand. 
There can be no reconciliation between the 
doctrine of American control of the canal 
as dictated by self-interest enjoined upon 
us by the Monroe doctrine on one hand, and 
the doctrine of canal equalization as de- 
manded by European interests on the other. 
The United States, therefore, must abandon 
all its treaties which call for international 
control of the channel. It must acknowledge 
its breach of faith and take the consequences 
whatever they may be. This action will 
prove less serious than to abandon the Mon- 
roe doctrine and accept European dictation 
in any part of the Western hemisphere and

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EO XIII. enjoys a far greater degree of 
Popularity beyond the walle of the 
Vatican than within, and, whereas his 

death will be widely and sincerely 
mourned throughout the Italian king- 
dom and abroad, in Protestant as well as in 
Catholic countries, it will give rise to @ sen- 
timent of profound relief at the Pontifical 
court. No Pope who has occupied the chair 
of St. Peter has ever had the business sen- 
timent so strongly developed as Leo XIII. 
He is a sworn foe of everything in the shape 
of extravagance, no matter whether it id on 
the part of the members of his family or 
among the dignitaries of his court, and if 
there is one thing more than another that he 
abominates it is the system of sinecures 
which under former reigns swallowed up 
millions of dollars at the Papal court. 
Through@ut the three and twenty years 
that he has been on the throne he has been 
gradually and quietly abolishing them. But 
of late he has deen prompted by the alarm- 
ing decline of the Pontifical revenves, and 
by the knowledge that his life is rapidly 
drawing to its close to institute reforms of 
the most radical character. In: conjunction 
with a commission composed of Cardinals 
Rampolla, Massella, and Mocorni, he has 
completely transformed the Papal built au- 
cracy, the number of empicyés has been 


subjected to the most sweeping reductions, 


and there has been concentrated in the hands 
of this commission all the machinery of vc- 
clesiastical taxation whica heretofore has 
been divided amang many different officiais. 

Above all, Leo and his commisstoa 5f three 
Cardinals are putting a stop to all per- 
quisites, and this spells nothing less than 
ruin for numerous influential prelates and 
lay dignitaries of the Papal court. There are 
penty of Cardinals of the Curia who, in 
addition to their regular stipend of $8,000 
a year, pocketed as much as $50,000 more 
in the form of fees and perquisites, while 
several monsignors have been drawing $20,- 
000. and even 330,000, in the same way. 

The Pope is of the opinion that the emi- 
nent divines in question should reniain con- 
tent with their stipends, and that the fees 
and perquisites should fall to the share of 
the Papal treasury, and he is tirmly resolved 
to bring this about. 

Whether he will jive to accomplish this 
remains to be seen. At Rome a widespread 
impression prevails that in deciding upon 
these reforms he has endangered his life, and 
that he will die before he is able to put them 
into execution. Of course this is a mere re- 
flection of public sentiment at Rome, which 
is always prone to exaggeration. But at the 
same time it cannot be denied that Leo XIII. 
has still further impaired his popularity in 
Vatican circles by the reforms which he is 
now, institpting, and by his determination 
that the Papal administration shall be run 
on a business basis.

Leo XIII., by the bye, has just written a 
new Latin poem entitled The Seasons.“ He 
does not write it himself, but dictates the 
verses to one of his three secretaries, owing 
to the trembling of his hand, and to an 
extraordinary dread lest any traffic should be 
made of his autograph writings after his 
death. Indeed, in former years, when he 
himself drew up the drafts of his varicus 
encyclicals, he always insisted on getting 
back his own MSS., which he then destroyed 
by tearing them up into such small pieces as 
to render it impossible for any one to put 
them together again.. 

Queen Marguerita, the widow of the late 
King Humbert of Italy, has aged so rapidly 
since his assassination that those seeing her 
now for the first time since the tragedy 
would experience the utmost difficulty in 
recogyizing her. Indeed, she has grown old 
rapidly and suddenly, and it is only when 
she smiles that traces of her former loveli- 
ness are apparent. Fifteen months ago she 
was still a young woman in appearance and 
looked more like her son’s sister than his 
mother, having the face and the figure of a 
woman fifteen years younger than her real 
age. Today she appears not only her real 
age, but even older, and, sad to relate, she 
does not make an attractive old woman, but 
an exceedingly plain one. She ls at the pres- 
ent at her castie of Stupinigi, near Turin, 
and she rarely leaves the magnificent 


visitor being that widowed Duchess of Aosta, 

Princess Laetitia Bonaparte, who is not only 

her niece but likewise her sister-in-law. 

The Khedive is again becoming a source 
of trouble to the English, and is taking ad- 
vantage of the fact that their hands are tied 
in south Africa to show himself rebellious 
to their control, and it ‘is understood that 
Lord Cromer’s sudden arrival in England 
from Cairo, nearly a month ahead of his 
usual time, is principally due to the necessity 
of his explaining to both King Edward and 
to Lord Salisbury that it is impossible to 
work any longer with the young Khedive, 
and that the latter must g, abandoning 
the throne to his younger brother, Prince 
Mehemet Ali, either as Khedive or as Regent. 

Khedive Abbas has been repeatedly threat- 
ened with this, and may be said to have 
tried the patience of Lord Cromer and of 
the English government the utmost, ob- 
structing all those reforms which have 
added so greatly to the welfare of the coun- 
try and of its people as well as to its pros- 
perity, the cultivated area having been in- 
creased by millions of acres. 

Now, to cap the climax, he has in flagrant 
defiance of the wishes of England and in 
the face of the protests of Lord ‘Cromer gene 
off to Constantinople to visit the Sultan, and 
it is significant that the first call which he 
made on leaving the imperial palace was not 
at the English Embassy but at the Russian 
mission, where he remained during the rest 
of the day. Indeed, he did not think it worth 
-his while to call upon the British Arnbassa- 
= at Constantinople until several days 

er. 


This news must be taken in conjunction 
with the stories which are now current to 
the effect that Russia is stirring up trouble 
for England in Afghanistan and elsewhere, 
stories which are in a measure confirmed by 
the feeling of uneasiness and of impending 
danger that is displayed not only by the 
English people but likewise by their gov- 
ernment. 

It is just as well to remember that if Rus- 
sia avoided until last January taking ad- 
vantage of England's difficulties in south 
Africa—although the temptation was great 
—it was due to the deep personal: gard and 
affection entertained by both the present 
Czar and Czarina, for the latter’s grand- 
mother, Queen Victoria, under whose roof 
they had become engaged to one another. 
Indeed, it was a matter of current report 
that owing to this sentiment there could be 
no war between England and Russia—no 
matter how great the provecati mas long 
as Queen Victoria lived. 

Queen Victoria, however, is dead and gone. 
Neither the Czar nor the Czarina entertains 
any such veneration and affection fer King 
Edward as for his august predecessor on 
the throne, and while Nicholas is pre- 
eminently a peaceful man, he has no longer 
the same motive as formerly to restrain his 
Ministers and his officials from giving that 
provocation to Great Britain which may 
lead to war.

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DEATH FROM LONG FALL N MASONIC TEMPLE. } 


Confusion in an elevator yesterday resulted 
in sudden death to John L. Collins, a son of 
Commodore Napoleon Collins, of civil war 
fame. Collins was crushed and maimed by 
being caught between a passenger elevator 
and the shaft door on the fourteenth floor 
of the Masonic Temple and then was hurled

After being 
dragged several feet the body plunged 
through the shaft to the basement. 
In the afternoon an inquest was begun and 
continued till today. Young Julian and 
Mary Grace, 351 West Polk street, who works 
in the building, gave testimony that seemed 
to corroborate the story told by the elevator 
operator. 

Another elevator accident during the day 
cost the life of Ira Miller, of 5807 Emerald 
avenue. He was instantly killed by falling 
down the shaft of the building at Thirty-fifth 
and Butler streets, occupied by the Con- 
sumers’ Pure Ice company. Miller was an 
elevator conductor. When last seen alive 
he was on his elevator at the first floor.

ARGENTINA EXCLUDES CATTLE. 


South American Republic Placing Ob- 
stacles in Way of Importation of 
: Beef from United States. 


Now the Argentine Republic is placing ob- 
} Stacles in the way of the sale of American 
cattle. 

Secretary Wilson was today informed by 
the State Department that an unfavorable 
construction has been placed by the author- 
ities of the Argentine Republic upon the re- 
cent decree of that country excluding for six 
months live stock proceeding from foreign 
countries where the foot and mouth disease 
exists, but making an exception in favor of 
the animals coming from countries whose 
official representatives certify that this dis- 
ease does not exist and that precautionary 
measures have been taken to avoid infection. 

It is now held that the United States should 
adopt the same prohibitive measures re- 
specting England and other European coun- 
tries as has the Argentine Republic. 

The United States has a system of inspec- 
tion and quarantine for imported animals. 
None are at present admitted from the con- 
tinent of Europe on account of the foot and 
mouth disease. Animals from Great Brit- 
ain have not been prohibited, however, be- 
cause there have recently been but few out- 
breaks of the disease mentioned, and these 
have been of small extent and soon con- 
trolled. All animals from Great Britain are 
held in quarantine at the special animal 
quarantine stations at the ports ef the 

A shipment of pure bred cattle was recent- 
ly sent to Argentina from the United States 
for the purpose of opening up a trade, but 
they are re d to have been excluded, not- 
withstandin e certification of the United 
States Ministé: that foot and mouth disease 
does not exist in the United States. The dis- 
ease has not existed in North America for 
the last sixteen years, and has never been 
allowed to spread to any extent here. Previ- 
ous to 1885 it came with imported stock to 
our quarantines a few times, but was always 
detected and eradicated.

‘RETURN CARD ON ENVELOPES 
URGED BY POSTMASTER. 


This Trifling Precaution by Writers, 


Much Annoyance and Relieve the 
Department of the Care of Enor- 
mous Quantity of Undeliverable 
Correspondence — Ten Thousand 
Dead Letters a Month in Chicago, 


Thousands of letters written in Chicago 
and addressed to persons in the city never 
reach their destination, but find lodgement 
in the dead letter office at Washington. This 
condition is due largely, says Postmaster 
Coyne, to failure by correspondents to put a 
return card on the envelopes. He adds that 
much of the complaint made against the 
mail service is chargeable to this neglect of 
a trivial precaution on the part of latter 
writers. 

The postmaster also suggests as a method 
for caring for the increasing quantity of 
mail matter sent to the dead letter office the 
establishment of branch offices in the larger 
cities. He contends that the familiarity of 
local clerks and carriers with the local 
population and addresses would facilitate 
the distribution of a large per cent of dead 
mail, thereby relieving the main office at 
Washington and contributing to the im- 
provement of the general service. 


~ Value of Return Cards. 


About 10,000 letters of local origin for 
local delivery are sent to the dead letter 
office from the Chicago Postoffice every 
month on account of defective addresses 
and the failure of the senders to write their 


master Coyne yesterday. As the contents 
of a large proportion of these letters bear 
no addresses, it happens that the letters are 
consigned to the waste basket by the dead 
letter office when the inclosures are not of a 
valuable character. 

“As the condition referred to is by no 
means confined to Chicago, it is evident that 
a great many persons all over the country 
daily find fault with the postoffice because 
of the non-receipt of letters, when the fault, 
as a matter of fact, should be properly 
placed at the door of careless correspond- 
ents. The postoffice, under any circum- 
stances, would rather get letters to ad- 
dressees or senders, because it is much easier 
to deliver mail than to reply to complaints 
or search for letters which cannot be found. 
It is, of course, impossible to expect that 
every letter, will be correctly addressed, but 
it would be in the public interest if senders 
should in all cases write their return cards 
on the envelopes. If any considerable pro- 
portion of. the 10,000 persons whose letters 
are sent to the dead letter office each month 
could be induced to begin the practice of 
placing return cards on the envelopes it 
would save them a great deal of annoyance 
and be conducive of better public service. 


Branch Dead Letter Offices. 


“The quantity of matter sent to the dead 
letter office is yearly increasing, and the 
problem of taking care of it is constantly 
becoming more difficult of solution. 
way which I would suggest would be to de- 
centralize the present dead letter office sys- 
tem and establish branch dead letter offices 
at the principal postoffices. This would give 
quicker service, and, owing to the greater 
familiarity. local employés have with local 
affairs, undoubtedly would give better serv- 
ice in the long run. The 10,000 letters sent 
to the dead letter office from Chicago each 
month, in the main, are not sent out by busi- 
ness firms or business people, but from their 
appearance are largely in the nature of 
social correspondence. The non-delivery of 
these letters must occasion complications 
and difficulties and probably misunderstand- 
ings, all of which could be avoided by the 
exercise of a Httle common sense on the 
part of the senders. Should even a small 
proportion of the persons in Chicago who 
mail letters without return cards be induced 
to place return cards on their envelopes the 
benefit of the practice would soon be ap- 
parent. 

“It is important that the correct street 
and number should appear on the envelopes 
of letters, but as it is not possible in all cases 
to secure the correct street and number the 
return card of the writer should be written 
or printed in the upper left hand corner of 
each envelope. When this is done letters 
which prove undeliverable will be 
returned. B
